Money Market. 


WRITTEN SPECIALLY FOR THE IRISH TIMES. 

Dusirx, Saruapar Evenine.—So rapid and extracr- 
dinary have been the changes in the aspect of the Mo- 
ney market during the last few weeks that our readers 
are justified in demanding a more explicit exposition 
than usual of the causes which affect its present condi- 
tion: and why should they not? The smallest trader 
as well as the most extensive merchant, is affected 
by the state of the Money market, and its condition is 
so intimately connected with that of commerce, that the 
state of the latter will keep time with the healthy or 
deranged state of the former. 

Four weeks since, the bullion in the Bank of England 
amounted to £16,460,824 ; it now stands at £14,942, 502, 
thus showing a deficiency of £1,518,322. During the last 
week alone there was a falling off to the extent of- 
£616,594 ; the reserve showing also a decrease of 
£396,054. Is it, then, to be wondered at that the Direc- 
tors of the Bank of England raised the rate from 3 to 4 
ber cent. without even waiting for the usual board day ? 
Decidedly not; and the result has been the resumption 
hf general confidence to a considerable extent. 

At the early part of this week something like a panic 
was observable; the Bank of England and other large 
establishments poured stock into the markets, and 
Funds consequently fell; the discount houses took 
alarm and applied for large discounts, as on a former 
occasicn they were refused: this made them more cau- 
tious, and while money was, a few weeks since, and is 
now, extremely abundant first-class paper was refused 
at the Bank minimum, if having more than three 
months to run, hence the anomaly—money dear and 
abundant at the same time. 

Now, a few words as to the causes of this sudden 
change. The principal one has been India, so far—the 
one in prospective is Australia. It will be remembered 
that when last year’s budget was presented there was 
a considerable deficiency for India, and loans were 
resorted to. Considering the condition of the market, 
they were rapidly absorbed, but, as the Indian Council 
did not require the money immediately, it was lent 
until required to be sent to the East, as it is now. 

Were the exchange in our fayour, the drain would 
not have been so bad; but things have turned against us 
aud we find thatthe Australian shipments of gold have 
suddenly ceased. The fact is, the Australian markets 
have been completely overstocked by the exports from 
this; and we find, by the latest intelligence, that for the 
last month there has been a complete panic in the 
Money and Produce markets—each day bringing fresh 
annouucements of commercial failures. 

Apropos of the exchanges, it may be stated, that the 
Commercial Treaty with France will not be likely to 
contribute much to our favour in that respect; already 
the London merchants are about giving it some opposi- 
tion, and a deputation is appointed to wait on the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, in reference to the wine 
duties. 

As we have given a daily report of our Stock Ex- 
change proceedings here, it will not be necessary to do 
mote than generalise our remarks. We find, then, that, 
ns is usual at this time of the year, when the Incum- 
bered Estates and other Law Courts are open, that 
the investments in funded securities become numerous 
and large, and in consequence a very good business was 
done during the week. Funds closing firm to-day ; in 
Local Debentures the dealings were confined to Ballast 
Office ones, which were done at 93 and 93} ; in Railway 
Bonds the only quotations were in those of the Dublin 
and Kingstown Company at 1003, and of the Waterford 
and Limerick Company at 1004; the former bearing £4, 
and the latter £5 per cent. interest. 

The Share market generally was firm, though quota- 
tions wete not so numerous as last week; in Railway 


Shares we find an advance of 10s., in Ballymenas 
which are steady, as are also Cork and Bandons ; 
Dublin and Droghedas, and Belfast Junctions, a good 
report being expected from the latter company; Dublin 
and Wicklows are in good request, owing, probably, to a 
belief that any new preference issue will be given pro- 
rata to the original holders ; Dundalk and Enniskillens 
were firin at former quotations ; neither Great Southern 
and Western, or Midland Stocks, partake of the general 
firmness which is always observable in the prices of 
Railway stock at time, as the amount of the dividends, 
which will shortly be payable, are incladed in the 


prices. . 


All Banking Shares have been very firm, and in good 
request at slightly increased rates. 

Steam Shares have nearly all been lower, and dull in 
tone, owing to the threatened opposition to which we 
will refer; the City of Dublin Shares, of 1836 issue, 
have fallen as much as 30s., or £3 per cent. 

Mining Shares have been fairly dealt in; Mining Cow- 
pany of Ireland Shares were unusually brisk, and those 
of the General Mining Company, after falling to 3 five- 
eighths, have again risen to former quotations—Z£4. 

In Railway Preference Shares there was a fair busi- 
ness done in Dublin and Wicklow, £6 per cent.; Dun- 
dalk and Enniskillen £5 per cent.; end Great Southern 
and Western £4 per cent., ut former rates, while Waterford 
and Limerick erence were done at a reduction; 
Consumers’ Gas Shares rather better.

The recovery in the Stock Exchange has to-day made 
further progress.

Morse than once we have congratulated our readers 
on the steady improvement and rapid progress of 
Ireland. Agrarian outrage seemed to be at an end, 
and peaceful industry to have entered into the spirit 
of our people. Yet, now and then,and latterly more 
frequently than ever, some fearful deed of blood 
startles us into the conviction that the old demon is 
not yet laid, and that the life of a heretic is valued 
less than the life of a sheep. 

Some years since, Tipperary was the Aceldama of 
Ireland. A vigorous execution of the law on the 
part of the Government, and a determined resistance 
on the part of the landlords, quelled Ribbonism and 
its result—murder—in that county. But the evil, 
subdued in Tipperary, has risen dominant in the 
King’s County and Mayo. In the former, drilled 
bands of armed banditti attack the dwelling-houses 
ofthe gentry and respectable tenantry who are Pro- 
testants. During the last week two attempts at 
murder, under the most revolting circumstances, 
were made. Asin the case of the murderers of Mr. 
Lloyd, Mr. Pike, Mr. Manifold, Mrs. Kelly, and Mr. 
Jessop, the criminals are still at large. The pea- 
santry have been taught.to consider that he who 
killeth a Protestant doeth God service; and the 
Government, influenced either by apathy or fear, 
hesitate to adopt those vigorous measures which alone 
can put down a secret system of organised assassi- 
nation. 

In Mayo, where John MacHale directs the spiritual 
exercises of the faithful, Ribbonism, until recently, 
confined its ramifications to burning houses, savage 
assaults, and other offences commonly called “ Agra- 
rian Outrages. The Bishop of Tuam is landlord of a 
portion of the town of Tuam. He found init a Jesuit 
School belonging to the Christian Brethren, one of 
the ramifications of that vast confederacy against 
human freedom which has suddenly revived in 
Europe. The lease of the school-house had expired, 
and these Christian Brethren, relying on the rabble, 
refused to surrender the building, or submit to 
any terms. A tedious and costly process of law 
at length put the Bishop in possession of his rights, but 
not of his property. The rabble set fire to the build-

He had taken no part in any 

ings; he never made an enemy; he tilled the 

land, and did his duty. Returning from escorting 

his brother-in-law, for whose safety he was appre- 

hensive, he is shot down, and left on the road to die, 
within sight of his own home. His wife, alarmed 
at his prolonged absence, goes out to meet him, and 
stumbles over his corpse. Of course, the murderers 
are not discovered ; they havea claim to the sympathy 
of the peasantry, for the stain of blood is on their 
hands. The Constabulary will be misled, baffled, 
duped ;—lawyers will be feed to defend any who are 
accused ;—And the murder of Hawison will add one 
more to the black catalogue of assassinations una- 
venged. 

The Magistrates, and officials were warned long 
since that the disturbances at Partry would neces- 
sarily end in murder. They were told that impu- 
nity is the strongest encouragement to crime, and 
that soft words and sympathy for agitators were 
assuredly the most certain means to evoke an out- 
break of this fearful kind. Warnings were treated 
with ridicule. The official mind was influenced to 
condemn only those whose station and property 
rendered them hateful toa mob. What a deep in- 
terest the Government feels in protecting life and 
property may be estimated from the fact, that upon 
the announcement of this last murder six mien of the 
constabulary probably co-religionists of the offenders, 
were sent down to preserve the peace in the third 
largest county of Ireland. 

It has too often been proved that the constabulary 
is not the fitting force to discover murderers. The 
constabulary has gradually become a body of dis- 
ciplined soldiers, rather than police. They have, 
besides, too many links to bind them to the peasantry ; 
they are liable to be misled and misdirected. If an 
English regiment of Militia were quartered in 
Tourmakeady, at the expense of the peasantry, until 
the murderers were discovered, there would probably 
be less sympathy with the criminal. Matters cannot 
be left in the present state. They who shootdown the 
Bishop's ploughman would feel no compunction to 
shoot the Bishop, and the murderers who wreak their 
vengeance on the dependant will not hesitate to at- 
tack the landlord. All who have property in the 
county of Mayo—or at least, those who are Protestants 
amongst them, should appeal to the English Parlia- 
ment, and beg from it that protection which is re- 
fused to them by the Government of Ireland.

Atter a fortnight in friths and shallows, on Monday 
we enter the deep sea, the blue waters, and heavy swell 
of the veritable Session. As yet it has been all holiday 
work, disjointed chat, and pleasant flirtation. Some 
lively and agreeable speeches have been made, and 
answered in like vein, committing nobody, and ex- 
pressing nothing but barren sentiment or abstract ideas. 
On Monday we get at last to the hard framework and 
skeleton of human affairs, and are brought in contact 
with shat inexorable necessity to which ancient piety 
bowed as to a god, and which we all of us feel in our 
turn. The Chancellor of the Exchequer will make the 
speech which he must make, and propose the measures 
which he must propose. After a life spent in 
the battles of opinion, he will repeat a task as hard and 
stubborn as the lesson ofa schoolboy. We can have 
little doubt as to what he will say, but it will tax even 
his ingenuity to make it pleasant. It was but the 
other day that Mr. Gladstone gave emphatic utterance 
to his horror of gratuitous war, and held up the Chi- 
nese as the nation, ‘of all others, with claims to our 
tenderness and forbearance. Now, if there was any 
doubt as to the cause of the first outbreak, the cer- 
tainty is not less as to the second ; yet, after straining 
at the affair of the lorcha, Mr. Gladstone must now 
swallow the attack on the Peiho forts and an 
armed expedition to Pekin. For the promotion of 
this object, so little to his taste, he must abandon 
some of the sweetest dreams of his life, and eat 
some of the most eloquent words he has ever uttered. 
It was but the other day that he seated himself like the 
Dane on the beach, and proclaimed to the Income-tax, 
“Thus far shalt thou come, and no further.” On 
Monday he will have to finish the parallel by warning 
his friends how vain it is to stem the tide of human 
affairs. He will have to lay war duties on the comforts 
of the poor, and at the same time abandon, by the 
questionable process of a commercial treaty, a con- 
venient impost on the luxuries of the rich. Could we 
imagine a purgatory in which souls were made to do 
that which they most abhorred, that they might abhor 
it all the more, it would be the present condition of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and his employment next 
Monday evening. 

But this is that necessity which statesmen must re- 
cognisé if they would be statesmen at all. Young 
gentlemen from the Universities, and old gentlemen 
down at country livings, are apt to imagine that by the 
power of talk, by strength of good intention, and a 
proper use of theological expressions, it is possible to 
thrust any policy that one may please on nations and 
the world. Should the attempt fail, then there 
remains the glory of a consistent protest. The 
statesman believes that there is a Power in the 
universe greiter even than the tongue of an 
Oxford debater or the pen of a polemic, and 
that it is sometimes necessary to bow to His 
decrees, inscrutable as the may be to 
our understandings, and disagreeable to our tastes. This 
may be a very natural and homespun sort of religion, 
but it is that which sways both the cottage and the 
council-chamber, which forces a day’s work on the 
labourer and a budget on the financier. The greatest 
of us must condescend to be like other men. Genius 
cannot always be original, and sentiment must now and 
then swallow its scruples. We have seen Mr. Disraeli, 
with much economical unction, announcing budgets 
that Sir R. Peel might have left in the pigeonholes 
of his office, and we shall now see Mr. Gladstone 
pronouncing the funeral oration of his own dear- 
est measures.

A politician 

at once calculates the resistance which the constituen- 

cies marked out for destruction will be able to offer, 

and whether the chances of successful resistance 

justify the attempt. As the places about to be strip- 

ped of their privilege are actually in possession, while 

the assailant has to cross a Joubtful ditch and to scale 
a frowning rampart of prescription, the odds have long 
been felt to be iu favour ofthe power which stands on 

the defensive. No matter what the logic of justice may 
be, it may pass for a maxim that unorganised political 
power can seldom displace that which enjoys the pres- 
tige and advantage of being already established; and, 

practically, every Government which has attempted to 
deal with the Reform question has to a greater or less 
degree submitted to be baffled and bullied by the fiar of 
provoking a greater amount of opposition from the mem- 
bers threatened with disfranchisement than they could 
hope to overbear by the popularity to be gained by the 
new seats they proposed to call into existence. To 
what extent this feeling must be supposed to operate 
with our present rulers it is not our purpose now to 
discuss. Tous it seems, however, obvious that toa 
certain extent a sphere of improvement and extensiou 
ofpopular power is attainable without necessarily 
exciting the resistance which in tranquil and poco 
curante times is confesscdly so formidable. 

There are some forty or fifty boroughs which now 
return two members each to Parliament, which no 
revisors of our political system, however conserva- 
tive, would contend were entitied to retain that 
power. Many would probably argue that, for the 
sake of indirect results not very clearly defined, these 
places might be allowed to retain! the privilege ot re- 
turning each one member ; but the double power of 
nomination few would be hardy enough to assert. The 
fanciful oligarghic theory would still be complied with if 
Ripon and Richmond, Thetford and Stamfor l. Totness 
and Wells, and some couple of score like placs 
throughout the kingdon, were suffered to send to 
Parliament each of them a peer’s¢son or nephew 
four times out of five, and the other odd time the 
college friend of the heir to the parliamentary 
patron. But in all conscience shams of this kind ought 
to be single, not double. For the sake of the makers 
and jtraffickers in such shams it were really better 
that such a rule of moderation should be observed. 
By merely taking one from each of these rotten 
borough Ministers would obtain a number of 
seats to redistribute sufficient to enable them to 
provide for most of the 
peremptorily demand enfranchisement; and they 
would not provoke the sort of resistance which 
inevitably attends any plan of total distran- 
chisement. This may be said to be the mere party 
view of the matter. There is, however, another 
and very different aspect of the question which de- 
serves to be considered. Supposing it to be true, as 
some assert, that in the absence of excitement, and what 
used to be called pressure from without, it is not in the 
power of any Ministry to carry a very wide and sweep- 
ing change in the distribution of political power, it may 
nevertheless be possible for them to do a great and in- 
contertible amount of good by multiplying the number 
of communities in town and country which are 
hereafter to be permitted to exercise the power 
of representation. Supposing the aggregate num- 
ber of the House of Commons to be fixed and 
determined, it would be plainly to the advantage 
of the people that the six hundred and fifty- 
eight should be chosen by four rather than by 
two hundred constituencies, provided these constituen- 


choice. And to whatever extent the number of electo- 
rates can be increased, the proviso just mentioned being 
observed, popular, and, so to speak, national opinion is 
certain to be rendered effective. A great electoral! sur- 
face must be thereby exposeqto the political atmosphere. 
A greater number of persons must of necessity be en- 
gaged in the business of constituting a new Parliament. 
And even were it certain that forty seats sc- 
questered from small country towns would be con- 
ferred on places of no greater size, there would toa 
certain extent, be something gained by the change.

CULTIVATION OF FLAX. 

A meeting of the Committee of the Society for Pro- 
moting the Growth of Flax in Munster was held at the 
Com Buildidgs, Cork, 

Colonel the Hon. Henry B. Berwnarp, in the chair. 

The following report was read. 

a MUNSTER FLAX IMPROVEMENT SOCIETY. 

The prosperity which has attended the cultivt tion 
of the flax plant in this country and abroad has occa. 
sioned friends to improvement here to seek for its revi-

estimate of the tendency of flax culture to promote 
prosperity and contentment. 

“It was unfortunate that well-meant endeavours for 
tlris object should at any time, from want of experience, 
have failed of success ; but this can form no argument 
to the prejudice of a plant which has been cultivated 
in all ages and climates, which repays attentive culture 
with large returns, and which is becoming, as civilisa- 
tion advances, an essential adjunct to the first step in 
refinement, . 

“ Failures far more injurious have too lately desolated 
the country, felt the more severely from the two general 
dependence on a single crop, and if only on that account 
it may prove a salutary defence against future distress; 
for if it be true that dearth and plenty move in cycles, 
it must be desirable that at least one branch of produce 
should be a safe one. 

“It is aremarkable fact, which has not escaped the 
observation of statesmen, that the production of mate- 
rials for clothing is not keeping pace with the increased 
want of them at home and abroad, and, as a conse 
quence, cotton, wool,and flax are more more in demand. 

“Such is the deficiency of flax now for the manufac- 
ture of irish linen, that a company has been formed in 
Belfast to send and seek for a supply in India. 

“While the south of Ireland is fertile in soil and 
varied in aspect, our peasantry are not esteemed as 
good farmers as others, however they may be naturally 
equal or superior to those ot Scotiand or Belgium ; 
and it is hoped that with the cultivation of flax infor- 
mation «nd improvement may proceed, largely conducive 
to the wealth of all classes, commercial as well as agri- 
cultural. 

“ Such being the object and such itssanction, it seeks 
for its realisation the aid of the landowners and farmers, 
the merchants andtraders of Munster, as a movement of 
the most general benefit and an object of the purest 
patriotism.” 

On the motion of Colonel Beamish, seconded by Mr. 
Sheehy, the report was adopted

With t to the Budget, it is useless to prognost 
ticate what will be so soon known.

Many persons entertain the opinion that wild incursions, 
descents, and small expeditions of marauding character may 
be attempted on our coast, and that in this manner, without 
any serious consequences to either country, great mischief 
might be effected. Now, sir, to do justice to the present ruler 
of France, I do not believe that it is consistent with his policy 
to do anything in a small way; and, therefore, if I could be 
convinced that no large armaments were in preparation, | 
should rest assured that the peace of Europe was not about 
to be disturbed. Great preparations cannot be made in an 
hour, and cannot go on in corners, so that if I should sue- 
ceed in obtaining from the noble lord anything like an as- 

surance that no vast preparations are at present going 
on im France, it follows that we have established a 
great ground of security. Unfortunately, the information 
which reaches me as a private individual is not of such a 
reassuring kind as I should hore to receive from the noble 
lord. It is the practice of the French Government to make 
known their intention some time beforehand to the’prefects 
of the departments; and I am informed that they received 
notice that a dez of 140,000 men is to take place for the 
purpose of what is called remplacement. I am also told that 
the Emperor of the French has for the present refused to give 
the conge to some 40,000 men who, under ordinary circum- 
stances, would have been sent to their homes some weeks 
since. The consequence is that by this new levy, and by 
the retention of this large body of trained soldiers, the mili- 
tary forces of France will be next spring on a most formi- 
dable footing. I am assured—though this in like manner is, 
perhaps, an exaggeration—that the Emperor of the French 
will then pared to take the field with a 
force of no less than 600,000 men. In addition, I have 
been informed that great preparations are being urged 
forward for the supply of horse transports on the 
north coast of France. (Hear, bear.) ‘Then. if I turn 

from the military to the naval armaments, I find that 
this unfortunate battle o the dockyards, if I may so call it, 

is being carried on with unceasing pertinacity, and that at 

the very moment when the member fer Rochdale was carry- 

ing on what he supposed to be a viry friendly intercourse 

with the Emperor of the French, his Majesty was devoting 

his mind with great earnestness to a pursuit which would in- 

dicate that he was preparing for some species of conflict 

which would have to be decided by iron vessels. When such 
are the reports which reach the ears of private individuals, | 
think I am not doing wrong in giving the noble lord an op- 
portunity of correcting what I hope may turn out to be very 
talse and exaggerated statements ; thereby enabling us to 
enter upon the dizcussicn on Monday with that knowledge 
whichgit is mo:t important for us to possess of the preparations 
which the Emperar of the French is really making. 

Colonel W. S. KNOX wished to ask, before the noble lórd 
answered the question, whether the treaty of commerce with 
France had been ratified by any responsible officer of the 
Government, and whether it would be laid on the table befpre 
Monday ? 

Lord J. RUSSELL said—With respect to the first question 
put by the hon. member for Dungarvan (Mr. Mavuire), Lean 
state that Mr. Drummond Hay is a gentleman of the highest 
honour and character. He, with other members of his 
family, have been long in the service of the Crown. He has, 
therefore, had much experience of public life, an knows too 
well his duty to the Crown to take any course inconsistent 
with the general policy of her Majesty's Government, (Hear, 
hear.) From his long residence in Morocco, and his kindness 
to all who hold any intercourse with him, he has gained toa 
great degrce the respect of the people of that country, not 
only of the Foreign Minister of the Emperor of Morocco, who 
was formerly a merchant, but of the wild tribes of natives who 
80 frequently made incursions into the Spanish settlements. 
Having this influence, I believe that he, according to in- 
struct ions from her Majesty's Government, endeavoured to 
—— the breaking out of war between Spain and Morocco. 

e endeavoured to prevent this war, till he was told by the 
Moorieh Minister that, whatever adyice might be given, 
Morocco could make no further concessions. Mr. Drummond 
Hay did exert himself to the utinost, and used the influence he 
had so justly acquired, to prevent the outbreak of hostilities. 
Since that time, it being the policy of her Majesty's Go- 
verument to be neutral in the war, his conduct has been in 
strict conformity with his instructions. The hon, member 
has read a report from the correspondent of the 
newspaper—a very respectable gentleman, I believe—bnt 
he is in the Spanish camp, and can hear nothing but what 
he is told by Spaniards. They have stated various mat- 
ters which the correspondent repeats, but i.e says that he 
knows nothing of them, and has no proof of them whatever. 
[ have not heard from Mr. Drummond Hay since he had an 
opportunity of seeing these statements in the newspaper, but 
[ have not a doubt they are one and ail entirely false. I will 
now refee to the questions of my hon. friend the member for 
Bridgwater (Mr. Kinglake.) He has stated much with regard 
to the late war in Italy, which this is not the proper occasion 
to discuss, but which may hereafter come under consideration. 
All I can say with regard to the other part of this subject is 
that we have in Paris a very able Ambassador, and a military 
Attache to the embassy. possessing great knowledge and ex- 
perience of the French army. From neither one nor the other has 
her Majesty’s Government received any account of any extra- 
ordinary m‘litary preparations in France, As for the state- 
ment of 600,000 men to be in readiness for the field by the 
spring there is nothing to corroborate it. A great namber 
of men may be called on to serve in the French army by 
conscription, and a general conscription takes place in the 
course of every year. The honourable gentleman must re- 
coilect' that the Peace of Zurich has not long been signed, 
and the Congress that was summoned for the ler of 
rendering the pacification of Italy selid and durable 
has not been held. It is therefore desirable, while peace is 
so recent and the affairs of Italy have not yet settled down, 
to use every means to prevent a renewal of the war, or 
any collision in Italy that might excite it. Her Majesty's 
Government has recently been engaged in efforts to secure 
the permanence of that peace; and I can state that every- 
thing that has been done has proved most sat'sſactory. 
We have represented’ to the Government of Sardinia the 
danger of any collision with Austria on the territory of Ve- 
netia or elsewhere; and I have to-day received an assurance 
from the Sardinian Government that it will do nothing tend- 
ing to cause a renewal of hostilities. France also is far from 
desirous that thereshou'd be any renewal of the war; the 
Government of the Emperor is exerting itself earnestly and 
unremittingly to secure the solidity and permanence of the 
peace. On the other hand, Austria, thongh unwilling to 
acquiesce in the present state of Italy, is by no means dis- 
posed to renew the war by making any attack on the Powers 
in possession of the country.

THE WATER SUPPLY—MEETI!NG IN TUE 
& COMMERCIAL BUILDINGS. 

A meeting was held on Saturday, at half-past three 
o'clock, in the upper room of the Commercial Buildings, 
for the purpose of considering what steps should be 
taken, with reference to the Water Works Bill now before 
Parliament, in the absence of any reply to a resolution 
passed at a former meeting, and forwarded to the Cor- 
— calling on them to withdraw the present 

il.

‘The Chairman said that, as chairman of a former meet- 
ing of a section of the citizens, convened for the purpose 
of considering the provisions, and takiog such course 
as might be deemed advisable with reference 
to the Water Works Bill now before Parliament, he 
felt it his duty, in compliance with the resolutions of 
that meeting, to write to the Lord Mayor, requesting 
him to communicate to the Corporation the sentiments 
of the meeting held on last Tucsday week. He pre- 
sumed that every gentleman present had hadan opportu- 
nity of seeing what took place at the Corporation the 
day previous, but he had received to the letter which 
he had forwarded to the Lord Mayor no reply whatever. 
(Oh, ob.) Whether that was city etiquette or not 
he would leave it to the meeting to decide. (Hear, 
hear.) The result of the debate in the Corporation 
led him to believe that the object of the mover of the 
resolution for the adjournment of that debate was 
for the purpose of throwing them over, and preventing 
them from petitioning against the bill. (ilear, bear.) 
He would urge upon his fellow-citizens not to stultify 
themselves by allowing this course to be carried out, 
and he for one pledged himself to use all the exertion 
in his power to get up a petitiun to Parliament sguinst 
the present bill. (Hear, hear.) 

William 3rereton, Esq.,Q.C., then came forward to 
address the meeting. He said :—Nothing but the ne- 
cessity I feel incumbent upon me as a citizen and a 
householder, for many years resident in the city, would 
have induced me to present myself before you this day. 
You are all aware, no doubt, of the facts which loudly 
call for active stéps to be taken in good time, before we 
are taken by surprise, and betore a law is imposed upon 
us tor the payment of taxes beyond measure, more than 
have yet been inflicted upon us, ant which taxation, I 
will beable to show from letiers which have been handed 
to me by a gentleman of your city, will not be commen- 
surate with the loss we will sustain. (Hear, hear.) It ap- 

rstome, gentlemen, from my experience of the city 
of Dublin, that there is no complaint as to the quantity 
or quality of the present water. It may, perhaps, be 
expedient to have the pressure inereased, to have such a 
pressure put on as would dispense with the necessity of 
employing force pumps in our houses ; but I apprehend 
there are no general laints as to the quality of the 
water, aud what is now proposed by an enormous ex- 
pensive proceeding is, to introduce water which will 
be considerably worse than we have at present. (llear, 
hear.) If we come to the conclusion that such an event 
as that is about taking place, it is our duty, as citizens, 
both for ourselves and for our friends, to take care that 
the matter shall be investigated, that at all events a bill 
shall not be passed rapidlythrough the House of Commons 
without proper information, and that weshall lay before the 
House or before the committee such facts as will render a 
pause imperative to be given to us, aud then we will 
meet the Corporation face to face; we will test the facts, 
and see whether this measure is suitable or not. (ear, 
hear). Tne. resolution that has been entrusted to me is 
simple in its character, and I think not an unreasonable 
one for us to come toon the present occasion. It is this 
---* that the decision which the Corporation has come 
to, in reference to a resolution passed at the meeting 
held here on the 25th ultimo is not satisfactory to this 
meeting, inasmuch as they have not consented to with- 
draw their Water Bill, until the citizens have had time 
to consider its merits. The resolution then goes 
on to state that the following gentlemen [to 
be named] be appointed a committee to take im- 
mediate steps to oppose this bill in Parliament. 
‘This resolution is, in fuct, rendered imperative by the 
conduct, as mentioned by our respected chairman, of 
the Corporation. We have not imputed motives—base 
motives—to any member of the Corporation. We have 
merely asked for time to consider the merits of the pro- 
posed measure. We, the ratepayers—we, the per- 
sons out of whose. pockets this money must ulti- 
mately come—we only ask this—Let us who 
have no opportunity or means of hearing all 
the arguments used in the Common Council (if any 
arguments be used there), for or against this bill—let 
us have time to consider for it ourselves, and come to a 
conclusion upon it. (Hear, hear.) Wearethe persons 
upon whom the acts of the Corporation will operate. 
It is to make us pay that they bring forward this mea- 
sure, and we are equally interested, if not more inte- 
rested than this Corporation. (Hear, hear.) As a cor- 
porate body, they have certain duties to perform but 
we, gentlemen, must pay for tie perfurmance of most 
of these duties. It is not my object, nor my wish, and 
if I wished it I am afraid I have not the power, to 
enter into any scientific —— respecting tlie 
merits of the water of the Liffey, or the water of the 
Canal, or the water of the Dodder; but I want to put 
forward a plain proposition which, I think, will strike 
the common sense of ordinary men—That this is a ques- 
tion requiring due consideration and full debate. (Hear, 
hear.) The proposal for a bill has been sent forward to 
Parliament. ‘The necessary steps have been taken, and 
I see by the that, with two exceptions, the stand- 
ing orders have been complied with. I have been given 
to understand that the Parliamentary agent of the Cor- 
poration is of opinion that these two blots, whatever 
they are, are but slight ones, and that they will, in some 
way or other, be got over by reference to a committee 
or otherwise. Were that being the case, what have the 
done? They have been called upon, in 
a very legitimate manner, by our- chairman, to give 
some time for consideration and 
reflection, and debate. But, no; they would giye no 
answer to that intimation. However, it may be a mat- 
ter of question whether a corr orate body is not devoid 
of manners as well as of honesty, as some people allege. 
(Hear, hear, and laughter.) I do say they would have 


“ Dear Sin,—lIn reply to your letter having reference to 
the quality of the Liffey water at Newbridge, I have no 
hesitation in saying that my opinion is it is quite unfit for 
use as drinking water, being the receptacle for impurities 
conveyed to it by sewers from the barracks. One large 
drain carries out excrement from the soldiers barracks, 
and another drain runs into it from the kennel and sick 
horses’ s‘ables. All these are impurities which tend to render 
it deleterious.” — 
That is not merely the opinion, but the actual experience 
of the doctor of that regiment, of the nature of the water 
that we are to pay half a million to get down to the city. 
(Hear.) Gentlemen, the next letter is from a gentleman 
who has means and opportunities of knowing the facts 
—the Ranger of the Curragh, Mr. Robert Browne:— 
Dan Sine, — In reply to your letter, containing a request 
that I would re an opinion respecting the quality of the 
Liffey water at Newbridge, I beg to state that I have made 
inquiries on this public and important subjeet, and I have 
ascertained that the inhabitants of this ‘ocality do not use it 
for domestic pm poses, or for indoor purposes. The nume- 
rous sewers which are emptied into the river from Kileul- 
len and from Newbridge, the barracks, &., affords sufficient 
objection to its water being used for many domestic pur- 


SS. 
Ve have filth enough already in the Liffey at Dub- 
lin, without getting also all the filth of Newbridge 
brought to us at a heavy expense. (Hear, hear.) The 
Captain adds— 
“ What do you think of acomposition of gas oil, and 
the running from glundered horses? (Laughter.) 
The next letter I have to read is from the barrack 
master ef Newbridge, Captain Robert Vivian. lle 
states in his letter— 
“I consider the river water at Newbridge to be very 
impure, filthy, and perfectly unfit for human use. Having 
been resident at Newbridge for twenty-four years, this is my 
decided opinion, and from the great increase that is taking 
place in the sise of the town, and from the fact of the only 
drainage being into the river bed, from that town and 
barracks. I should be of opinion tnat it is likely even to 
become worse than it is at present.“ 
Do you think that will make us all look better, con fined 
as we are in rather impure air, and in close places at 
times? This is the description of water we are to 
have brought down to us, and we are coolly asked to 
pay half a, million for it into the bargain. (Hear, hear.) 
Tue next letter is from another medical gentleman, Dr. 
Atkinson, of the 5th Lancers :— 
“ Dean Six, — Lou request my opinion, as a medical man, 
as tothe quality of the water of the River Liffey, in this 
neighbourheod. As to its fitness for drinking purposes, I do 
not hesitate one moment to state, from my knowledge of the 
water. and the immense mass of impurities that discharge 
themselves into it, that I consider it wholly unfit to drink, 
and dangerous if used for that purpose. 1 would not allow 
it to be used, for drinking purposes, by any o the soldiers 
under my charge, nor is it used by any of the inhabitants 
for that purpose. I can at any time give my reasons in 
detail, fully establishing the justice of my opinion, which 
would be also borne out by a host of evidence that could 
not be rebutted.” 
need scarcely remind you that these letters are 
the groundwork for a petition to Parliament. Here we 
have the evidence in our own hands, without any ex- 
pense or trouble, given by disinterested witnesses, who 
are informed as to the facts about which they speak, 
and to tell me that any Corporation, not even the Cor- 
poration of London itself, could carry a bill against the 
wishes of the inhabitants, and in the face of such evi- 
dence, is a thing which I cannot believe, and which is 
utterly and perfectly impossible. (Hear, hear.) I hope 
there is spirit enough left in the citizens of Dublin to 
tell the Corporation upon the question, which has no- 
thing to say to politics but has everything to say to 
our pockets and stomachs. You shall not go further, 
we shall not, no matter what may be the arguments 
used in the Common Council, no matter how pure 
your motives may be we shall not have this water ; 
it is impure and therefore we reject it. (Applause.) 
Now, I suppose it will be said that we have received 
and cited our opinions without having any means of 
testing the qualifications of the persons who gave them; 
but these are not mere opinions—the men speak from a 
large experience, and go to the point. There is also the 
following statement appended to Dr. Atkinson’s letter 
fiom the surgeon of the Artillery Brigade: 
Having read and duly considered this certificate, given 
by Dr. Atkinson; in reference to the water of the Kiver Liffey, 
beg to confirm his opinion. (Hear, hear.) 
Now, gentlemen, observe that I have read for you the 
letters of three military doctors attached to cavalry 
regiments, and one an artillery regiment. I have 
read for you the opinion, founded upon facts, of the 
barrack-miaster, and to tell me that these alone do not 
give us materials upon which to found a peti- 
tien to oppose this bill, if persevered in, is a 
mockery, and I think the citizens will not be prevented 
by anything that may be said out of doors on this sub- 
ject from doing their duty. (Hear, hear.) ‘There is 
one letter more which I have to read for you. I have 
kept the best for the last. This is from Colonel Grif- 
fith, commander of the Scots’ Greys :'— 
Dran Sin—I do not delay a moment to state in writing 
that I not only think, but am certain, that the River Liffey 
water about here, and’do« nj towards Coy’s Ford, is too dis- 
gusting for hum in beings to drink; and how the unfortunate 
citizens of Dublin can dream of such a source of supply is 
surprising. J have hed experience enongh, having been 
quartered here several times, to know that the reeking, 
poisonous sewers of the barracks, the hospital, and the town, 
flow into the river bed, as well as the oozings of putrid Lorses 
shot for glanders by the different regiments every year, and 
buried close to the river side, and which oozings run into the 
river. ‘The town is rapidly increasing in population. I con- 
sider the Liffey water unfit for use, and, therefore, give my 
humble opinion to the citizens of Dublin that they had better 
come aud try it before they fight for the Liffey water.” 
Unless, as I said before, you choose a compound than 
which no apothecary or chemist has ever compounded a 
more offensive one the filth of the town, the excrement 
from the barracks, and the oozingsof glandered horses— 
you will refuse this water. (Hear, hear.) Having said 
this much, I beg to propose the resolution I have read 
for your acceptance. I think it a reasonable and 
moderate resolution, and that as the Corporation will 
not give us time, we ought to take time, in spite of them, 
and send forward to Parliament a proper petition 
against what appears to me to be as ill-advised 
and ill-planned a pro ject for taking a large sum ol: 
money from the citizens of Dublin, without any goód 
return, as ever came under my notice. (Loud applause.) 
James Haughton, Esq., in seconding the resolution, 
observed that so much had been ably said by the mover 
of the resolution, it would be wrong for him to occupy 
theirtime, by any lengthened remarks. They should 
all have but one common object in view—the Corpora- 
tion, as well as the rest of the citizens, to give the city 
of Dublin a large supply of pure, wholesome water. He 
believed that the opposition to the project of 
the Corporation had: mainly arisen from the 
circumstance that the citizens of Dublin had been kept 
in the dark with regard to their proceedings. If the 
Corporation uad a really good measure to propose, the 
citizens should know all about it; and before a bill 
weut before Parliament for liberty to expend so large a 
sum of money it was necessary to inquire whether the 
present supply was a bad supply, both as regards quan- 
tity and quality, (Hear. hear.) The 
would answer that by stating that it 
has been several publicly admitted 
that the supply of water to the city is insuffi- 
cient, and that the quality was not as good as could 
be desired. If that question were settled satisfactorily, 
their common sense told them that they should seek 
a better supply, both as regards quantity and quality. 
(Hear, hear.) Then comes the next question, where 
are we to get that supply from? I saould think every 
reasonable man in the community who read the letters 
which had been before them that day, that a sufficient 
amount of inquiry on this point had not been insti- 
tuted, and that they were not acting unreasonably in 
calling on tlie Town Council to stay their hand for a 


He did not think it bad been yet considered what that 
led to. To put water into the present main piper, 
which amounted to seventy feet in length, at a pressure 
of 180 feet, regardless whether they would hold it or 
not, was a very dangerous experiment. Well, then, 
this involved the consideration whether they would 
water at that ure or not, and to deter- 
mine this point, 70 miles of streets should be 
opened to examine every inch of these pipes. (IIcar, 
hear.) It was, no doubt, desirable to have water at such 
& pressure as would send it to the tops of all the houses ; 
but the question was whether that was a bencfit worth 
the cost of attaining. (Hear, hear.) Supposing, then, 
there was a supply required other than they had at 
present, the next question was, where was it to be 
taken from. The Corporation had arrogated to them- 
stg tory. of — oy this question tor the citi- 
s, bu was a mistake on their . , 
legal right to determine it at — — — 
entirely outside their proper functions when they under 
took to determine for the city a different supply from 
what it now enjoyed. (Hear, hear.) The citizens had 
a right to determine the best source of supply, and not 
the Corporation. Neither had the Corporation 
a right to determine at what expense the citizens 
should have this supply. They were now endeavouriy. 
to get a new law, but their Only right was to administer 
the law which exists, and that a limit to their authority 
they decided when they went befure Parliament at n 
very large expense, which, he presumed, was to be taken 
out of the rates of the city. (Hear, hear.) The proper 
way of ascertaining the feelings of the citizens, as to this 
question was to resort to advertisements, and to get 
signatures to a petition to Parliament for a bill of this 
kind; but that would be a petition got up at the ex- 
penses of the subscribers to it, and not at the expense 
of a fund allocated to a different purpose. (Hear, 
hear.) What he found fault with the Corporation for 
was, that they were endeavouring to get this bill passed 
into law without ever consulting the city. Had they 
& single sentence in any report from the two engineers 
upon whose opinion this Liffey scheme was said to be 
founded in its favour? Not a single sentence. 
The only two reports made to the committee who em- 
ployed them condemned this scheme. (Hear, hear.)

They merely estimated that the works 
would cost this, but made no calculation as to the 
amount of compensation to be given to the parties whose 
property was injured. (Ilear, hear.) Mr. Fitzgibbon 
then proceeded to show that by placing the basin:

he Chairman then put the resolution, which was 
carried unaniniously. 
Captain Brabazon proposed a vote of thanks to Ser- 
jeant Fitzgibbon for having drawn public attention to 
the doings likely to result from the Water Bill ot the 
Corporation. 
The motion was seconded by Dr. Waller, and, being 
put from the chair, was unanimously adopted. 
A vote of thanks was then accorded to the chairman, 
and the proceedings terminated.

SPAIN AND MOROCCO. 

The following (from the Gibraltar Chronicle) are fur- 
ther particulars and details of the Spanish war in 
Morocco :— 

Jax. 24.—The following is an extract of a private 
letter from an officer belonging to General Rios’ divi- 
sion, dated from the camp at the Custom house of Te- 
tuan, Jan. 20 :— ; 

“I write a few lines on the bare floor to let you 
know I am well. My regiment was the first that 
entered the Custom-house. The Moors had left 
there some goods, but not of great value. 
The Moorish eamp is in front, half a league 
off. If the enemy descends tothe plain we shall havea 
general action, but I doubt if he will accept battle in 
this way, for he seems very timid, although he is in 
great force, particularly in cavalry. In a reconnois- 
sance we made this morning we fired a few shots, but 
nothing further. Our entrance into Tetuan—or siege, 
if siege it is to be—will take place soon, as we are only 
a league from the town, of which we have a clear view 
from the camp. In the army there is great enthu- 
siasm.“ 

By the arrival of the Marocain this morning from Tetuan 
we learn that asevere action was fought yesterday before 
thattown. From nine in the morning until five in the 
evening the firingon both sides was heavy and contiguous. 
Our informant, who viewed the battle from a distance, 
would not say which army commenced the attack; but 
he believes that a very great force on each side was 
engaged, as the Spanish reserves were moved forward 
in the afternoon, and took up a position close to the 
scene of action. 

Both armies, after the battle, returned to the ground 
they had before occupied. The Moorish positions are 
on some heights, north of the Tetuan, favourably situ- 
ated for the defence of the city. No particulars of the 
losses on either side were known, but both armies are 
supposed to have suffered severely. 


THE COTTON TRADE. 


(From the Botton Supply Reporter.) 

U pwards of halt-a-million workers are now employed 
in our cotton factories ; and it has been estimated that 
at least four millions of persons in this country are de- 
pendent upon the cotton trade for subsistence. 

A century ago Lancashire contained a population of 
only 200,000 s; it now numbers 2,300,000. In 
the same med im time, this enormons increase excéeds 
that of any other equal surface of the globe, and is en- 
tirely owing to the development of the cotton trade. 

In 1856, there were in the United Kingdom 2,210 
factories ranning 28,000,000 spindles, and 299,000 looms, 
by 97,000 horse-power. Since that period a considerable 
number uf new mills have been erected and extensive 
additions have been made to the spining and weaving 

machinery of those previously in existence. 

The amount of actual capital invested in the cotton 
trade of this — — is estimated to be between sixty 
and seventy sterling. The quantity of cotton 
imported into this country in 1859, was 1,1814 millions 
pounds weight; the value of which at 6d per Ib. is 
equal to £40, 000,000 sterling. | 

Out of 2,829,110 bales of cotton imported into Great 
Britain, America has supplied us with 2,086,341, that 
is five-serenths of the whole. In other words, out of 
every 7lbs. imported from all countries into Great Britain. 

America su 5lbs. India has sent us about 
500,000 bales; ba about 100,000; South America, 
ru and other countries between 8,000 and 9,000 


In 1859 the total value of the exports from Great 
Britain amounted to £130,513,185, of which 447,920,720 
consisted of cotton goods and yarns. Thus, more than 
one-third, or £1 out of every £3 of our entire exports 
consists of cotton. Add to this the ion of cotton 
which ‘forms part of twelve millions more exported 
iu the shape of mixed woollens, haberdashery, — 
silke, a I. aud slops. . 

Great Britain alone consume? annually 24 millions 
worth of cotton goods.

came before the court on an infermation filed by 
ney-General at the suit of the Lords of the Admiralty, against 
the Dublin and Wicklow Railway Company, to enforce the 
specific performance of a deed entered into between the par- 
ties in the month of April, 1857. li a red that the respon- 
dents had obtained the permission of the petitioners to con 
struct a viaduct in the town of Bray, under condition 
of their building a tidal dock below it, in accordance with 
the plans and specifications of the Admiralty, and within a 
stipulated period. The contract was not, however (as alleged 
by the respondents), carried out in a satisfactory manner as 
regarded the dock, and the result was, that notice ‘was served 
upon them to the effect that if the dock was not constructed 
in the mode contracted for, the viaduct should be taken 
down. Under these circumstances the case came before the 
court, The petition was opened on Friday last, and 
Mr. Brewster, Q.C., on the part of the company, stated the 
respondents’ case on Saturday. It had been alleged at the 
other side that the work was not completed in a proper man- 
ner, and for these reasons that the respondents had not placed 
any mooring rings in the walls of the dock, and had failed 
to erect posts and stairs for the public convenience. The 
answer to this was that under the terms of the contract there 
existed no obligation upon the company to construct any such 
portions of the dock, which, being a tidal one, did away with 
the necessity of mooring rings, as it cou d be used for the 
anchorage of vessels. It would be found that the present 
complaint arose, not from the misdeeds of the respondents, 
but owing to a misconception on the part of the 
Admiralty. It was evident to the court that if it had been 
intended that stairs were tobe constructed, this fact would 
have heen depicted upon the face of the plan, whereas no al- 
lusion was made to it whatever. But the grand cause of 
complaint between the parties was, that no road communica- 
tion had been made for the purpose of connecting the dock 
with the public way, and of giving access to the inhabitants 
of the town thereto, and that the road at present existing was 
a rough cut track covered by the sea toa depth of two feet 
at high tide. The answer to this was, that the track was the 
same now as it had been before the works were commenced. 
Counsel then read the report of 14th January, 1858, made by 
Captain John Shears, the officer of the Admiralty, who had 
been employed by them to make an inspection of the dock. 
From this it appeared that a most careful examination was 
made of all the works, in accordance with the plans and 
agreement furnished to him by the Admiralty, and 
he stated that the spur walls were 20 feet in 
length, built of good rubble masonry—that, in addition 
to this, 20 feet more of wall on the seaside had been 
constructed by the contractor ; that this was loosely built ; 
that it did not appear in the at that the depth of water 
in the dock was nearly three feet, but at the dockhead, and 
in other places, from the top of the coping, 12 feet ; that 
there were seen no indications of cutting through the sea- 
bank, but the excavations inside were both deep and large ; 
that from what he (Capt. Shears) heard from inhabitants 
and persons in the neighbourhood, t were constantly filled 
with water; and that in conclusion he had received every 
facility in carrying on his inspection from the railway 
officials. This was the report which was made at the instance 
of the people of Bray. In allusion to the erection of the 20 
feet of masonry not in the plan, it was right to observe that 
this was a piece of work which the contractor did of his own 
free will, for the purpose of securing the dock, and readering 
it a complete job. It was plain from the above report that 
no cause of complaint existed at. that time, except 
with regard to the excayation, and even then no 
notice was served on the respondents to fill them 
up in fact, no murmur whatever was made until the 
filing of information now before the court. The an- 
swer to these several complaints stated that the excavations 
were not made by the company, but had existed for a long 
time previously; that the dock was in no danger; that the 
excavations did not interfere with its stability; that there 
existed no clause in the agreement binding the company to 
make mooring-rings, posts, or stairs, nor was there any re- 
ference made to such works in the plans; that the dock now 
standing was constructed in accordance with the specifica- 
tions; that all that could be done was done, and that, it 
being part of the agreement to keep the dock in repair for 
three years, it was at present in good condition. Some affi- 
davits were filed by residents in Bray, the first of which was 
that of Mr. William Rouse, a ré officer, and which 
stated that he observed the workmen, when constructing the 
dock, in the habit of taking away the sand and shingle, the 
result of which was to make excavations that filled up at 
high tide. The next affidavit was that “of a Mr. Cumming, 
who, said that he observed the workmen of the con- 
in the habit of taking off the shingle and mix it 
with lime, that he considered this an illegal act, 
and summoned the contractor before the to 
— a stop to it. Now, the fact was, in regard to this matter, 
bat for alengthened period the residents of the whole coun- 
try round were constantly in the habit of carring away the 
sand and gravel for their garden, and this was the real cause of 
the existing excavations. But the result of the affidavite 
filed by the persons who went to inspect the works, was not 
that the dock was intrinsically bad, but that the 2 * Fe 
of the Admiralty was illframed, and improper. Mr. H. B. 
Stoney, resident engineer of the port of Dublin, made an ex- 
amination in May and December, 1859—two winters after 
the completion of the work—and he stated that outside the 
dock were built a factory, lime works, and a coal yard, 
which, he said, were a protection to the dock. It was a strange 
thing to suppose that, if the building of the contractor was of 
such a character as to be liable to danger, private individuals 
would select a place outside of it upon which-to erect their 
property.

COURT OF COMMON PLEAS—Sarvurpay. 
(Before the Lord Chief Justice and a Common Jury.) 
Kelly v. Webber. 

In this case the action was to recover for the 
illegel detention of the plaintiff's The plaintiff, it ap- 
peared, was lessee oí a small farm in the Queen's County, in 
the possession of which be succeeded his grandfather. The 
farm was held under a lease of three lives at the nominal 
rent of one shilli The last life in the lease expired in the 

ear 1858, and the farm was then set up for sale in the 
ncumbered Estates Court, where it was purchased by the 
defendant, who, shortly after the death of the last life, 
demanded ion from the tenant (the present 
plaintiff), but was refused. The defendant then insti- 
tuted an ejectment proceeding at Quarter Sessions, where 
he was defeated, but he ultimately succeeded in establish- 
ing a title to the lands. In July, 1859, he executed a de- 
cree and appropriated to his own use, as was alleged, the 
crops then upon the lands, and for this appropriation the 
present action was brought. The plaintiff contended that 
under the circumstances the crops were the property of 
the tenant in sion, and that the defendant had no right 
to interfere with them. The property seized, according to 
the plaintiff's allegation, consisted of ten barrels of wheat, one 
and a half an acre of oats, three roods of potatoes, and a quan- 
tity of manure. The defendant contended that the plaintiff 
should be regarded as a trespasser in consequence of his 
having refused to give up possession, and that from that time 
the land became the property of the defendant, and that he 
only acted according to his right in seizing the growing 
crops. 

The Chief Justice said he would hold that the plaintiff was 
entitled to recover the value of the crops which had been on 
the land before his lease had become inoperative, but that 
the defendant was entitled to the remaining portion, 

Counsel on bebalf of the defendant submitted that the land- 
lord was entitled to all when the plaintiff obstinately re- 
fused giving up possession. * 

Evidence was then gone into as to the value of the wheat 
seized for the purpose of assessing damages. The witnesses 
for the defendant estimated it at £5, and the plaintiff's wit- 
nesses at £15 1ds. 

The Chief Justice then directed the jury to find for the 
plaintiff, with liberty to the defendant to apply to have the 
verdict set aside on any points raised.
